Thefe 
with the Seventy made up the Hexapla, and were worthily and to great purpole compiled to- 
ether by Origen. Howbeit the edition of the Seventy went away with the credit , and there- 

nely was placed in the midft by Origen ( for the worth and excellencic thereof a- 

bove the reft, as Epiphanius gathereth ) but alfo was ufed by the Greek Fathers for the ground 

and foundation of their commentaries, Yea, Epiphanius above-named doth attribute
